1 . The after- final amendment filed 02/13/2008 and the supplemental after- final amendment 
filed 03/10/2008 have been fully considered and entered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 3 and 5 are allowed.

The prior art neither teaches nor suggests the claimed isolated fructosylamine oxidase enzymes 
from Fusarium proliferatum having the recited properties and comprising the amino acid 
sequence shown in SEQ ID NO: 4 or SEQ ID NO: 6.
